through 4 In Book Three, which 
have been set aside for use in the 
shoe rationing program, will be re­ 
moved from copies of the book Is­ 
sued to members of the armed 
forces. OPA explained that, after 
consultation with the armed serv­ 
ices, if was decided that these shoe 
stamps should be removed because 
service men and women do not need 
regular ration 
currency 
to buy 
shoes. 
They can obtain shoes or 
shoe purchase certificates from their 
respective branches of the services. 
Must Apply Now 
Eligible members of the armed 
forces of the United States and of 
the United Nations on duty In this 
country will apply during the next 
few days for War Ration Book 
Three—a replacement book contain­ 
ing ration currency to be used as the 
stamps in current ration books run 
out. Application blanks, which may 
be obtained from commanding offi­ 
cers at posts or stations of duty, 
must be malled to the OPA Mailing 
Center at Chicago on or before 
August 31. Books will be distributed 
to qualified applicants before* mld- 
September, the earliest time at 
which they will be needed for the 
purchase of rationed commodities. 
Under the amendment, the gen­ 
eral test to be applied in determin­ 
ing eligibility for War Ration Book 
Three is whether the serviceman 
customarily needs ration stamps or 
coupons to meet his regular food 
requirements. 
As worked out by OPA with the 
War and Navy departments, the 
eligibility tests ore stated officially 
as follows: 
Thaw Not Eligible 
War Ration Book Three may be 
issued to any member of the armed 
forces of the United States, or of 
the United Nations, irho is not in 
one of the following classes— 
1. Subsisted or authorized to be 
subsisted in kind; or 
2. A member of a mess where the 
rationed foods used are acquired by 
the use of ration checks issued by 
the Army, Navy, Marine Corps or 
Coast Guard, or by an officer au­ 
thorized to issue such checks; or 
3. Although not subsisted in kind 
and not a member of such mess, eats 
at least 14 meals a week at a mess 
of that type.
